Appendix A 
Programs, Events, Guest Lectures, Facilities Bookings 1991-92 


A note on statistics. Statistics are in the main estimates. We have 
provided figures for our own programs, events, and guest lectures we 
sponsored. Facilities Bookings (#4.) are primarily groups using our 
facilities distinct from Campus Ministry initiatives of our own. 
These groups are mostly Concordia University student groups, some 
are outside groups involving University personnel (either student, 
staff, or faculty), and some are outside groups entirely which we 
feel it is important to support. 

For Programs (#1.) the statistios provided include frequency; either 
in the form of a word or a number indicating how often the group 
meet, secondly, a number indicating the total average attendance per 
session, and thirdly, the average number of students per session. 
The statistics are presented after each item in this fashion (x-x- 
x). 

For Events (#2.), and Guest Lectures (#3.) the statistics provided 
include total attendance, and an estimate of the number of students 
included in that total: in this fashion (x-x). 

For Facilities Bookings (#4.) we have simply indicated, either the 
frequency, or the total number of times the partioular group used 
the space. 

Where a statistic does not appear it is beoause we did not have the 
information available.
